Paris, Sept. 28—(AP)—A peace 


conference commission adopted to- 
day an American proposal to bar 
Yugoslavia from the privileges of 
a signatory tr the Italian treaty if 
she persisted in her announced re- 
fusal to sign the pact. 


The Italian political and terri- 


torial 
commission 
adopted 
the 


"French line" as the boundary be- 
tween Italy and Yugoslavia, and 
Marshal Tito's delegation prompt- 
ly announced Yugoslavia would 
"not sign the peace treaty with 
Italy nor withdraw her army from 
northwestern Istria". 


A Yugoslav proposal to turn the 


whole boundary question back to 
the foreign ministers was voted 
down, and the United States quick- 
ly proposed the new amendment, 
stating that the term: 
of the 


treaty should "not benefit any 
state mentioned in the preamble as 
allied and associated powers unless 
such state becomes a signatory of 
the treaty". 


A Yugoslav delegate vigorously 


attacked the American proposal as 
"a threat and an attempt to in- 
timidate Yugoslavia". 


Won't Be Intimidated 


"Yugoslavia has s,hown by its 


four years of fighting it will not 
yield to any intimidation", the 
delegate said. 


Yugoslavia 
has 
announced a 


claim of 51,300,000,000 reparations 
from Italy. Adoption of the Amer- 
ican proposal, if upheld later by 
the plenary session and the foreign 
ministers council, could bar the

Russia and the Slavic countries 


voted solidly against the American 
amendment, which was adopted 11 
to 8. Soviet Delegate Andrei Y. 
Vishinsky assailed it as a "vio- 
lation of the big four agreement" 
to support agreed portions of draft 
treaties. 


Vishinsky charged there were 


"some other hidden aims behind 
the proposal". He said it was un- 
necessary and Jjhat he would pro- 
test" its acloraK>n,.''but he did "not 
elaborate on this statement. 


Make Declarations 


The formal Yugoslav declaration 


which prompted the amendment 
came after a debate betwen Vish- 
insky and U. S. Senator Tom Con- 
nally. Vishinsky supported Yugo- 
slavia's demand that any prelim- 
inary decisions of the foreign min- 
isters council must have Yugoslav 
approval. 


Connally. who later told a re- 


porter 
he 
believed Yugoslavia 


eventually would sign, told the 
delegates the Yugoslav attitude 
was "undemocratic".

Atom Energy Heads 
Say Good Controls 


Possible for Atom 


Lake Success, N. Y.. Sept. 28. — 


fAP)— Scientists of 
the United 


Nations atomic energy commission 
declared today that effective con- 
trol of atomic energy, which the 
world is seeking to harness for 
peace, is possible on the basis of 
available scientific facts. 


The finding was made public 


when the United Nations released 
a 22-page report adopted unani- 
mously Thursday by the scientists 
who make up the commission's sci- 
entific and technical committee. 
The report will be submitted to the 
commission's committee No. 2 (po- 
litical) at a meeting here next 
Wednesday (10:30 a. m. C. D. T.) 


"With regard to the question 


posed by committee 2, 'whether ef- 
fective control of atomic energy is 
possible,' we do not find any basis 
m the available scientific facts for 
supposing that effective control is 
not technologically feasible," the 
report said. 


Having thus discharged the task 


assigned by the political group, the 
scientists added: 


"Whether or not it is politically 


feasible is not discussed or implied 
n this report, nor is there any 
recommendation of the particular 
system or systems by which effec- 
tive control can be achieved." 


First Finding 


The report was the first interna- 


:ional finding on atomic energv to 
je approved unanimously and was 
lailed by Bernard 
M. Baruch, 


United States member of the corn- 
mission, as a "forward motion" in 
the commission's deliberations. 


The scientists, by failing to 


make recommendations, however, 
did little to resolve the sharp dif- 
"erences between the United States 
and Russian plans for controlling 
atomic energy. At present, the 


nited States and Russia still are 
ar apart on the problem of the 
'eto right as applied to atomic 
control, on methods of inspection 
and control, and on just when ex- 
isting stocks of atomic bombs will 
be destroyed and their manufac- 
ture stopped. 


Those, and others of serious na- 


ture, 
are questions which

Pavment of jobless benefits to 


Illinois workers dropped 15'/2 per 
cent m August, and workers who 
teceived those benefits were fewer 
by 13 J,i per cent. State Director of 
Labor Robert L. Gordon reported 
today. August was the second suc- 
cessive month to show reduction 
in both figures. 


"Benefit payments under the 


Illinois Unemployment Compensa- 
tion Act reached 
$6,390,567 in 


August", Gordon said, "compared 
with $7,5P ,633 paid out in July, 
and total benefit payments of $8,- 
018,842 in June. Workers who re- 
ceived jobless benefits m August 
numbered 98,120, in July 113,100, 
and in June 122,000. 


"Beneuts paid to Chicago job- 


less in August were $2,915,659, a 
reduction of 5647,946—or 18 per 
cent below the July payments, 
while 44.920 Chicago -vorkers drew 
benefits in August, this figure was 
15 per cent below the 52,860 job- 
less workers who received unem- 
ployment pay in July". 


Gordon pointed out that there is 


heavy turnover in unemployment 
compensation and that a positive 
down-trend has prevailid for some 
time. He called attention also to 
the fact that the average duration 
period of unemployment compen- 
sation payments to claimants is 
only 5.7 weeks. 


Maximum benefits for unem- 


ployment are $20 weekly; mini- 
mum $10. To qualify for these 
benefits, a claimant must be un- 
employed and have wage credits 
of not less than $225 earned at 
insured work in 1945.

Washington, Sept. 28—(AP)— 


The Democratic national commit- 
tee today achieved at least a pre- 
election armistice with Henry A. 
Wallace and Senator Pepper of 
Florida, the party's severest crit- 
ics of administration foreign poli- 
cy- 


First the committee announced 


it will handle arrangements for 
their campaign speeches on behalf 
of the ticket m the November 
elections. 


Then Rep. John J. Sparkman of 


Alabama, chairman of the com- 
mittee speakers bureau, predicted 
President Truman will run in 1948 
and that both Wallace and Pepper 
will support him. 


Just one week ago Sparkman, 


referring to Wallace and Pepper, 
had told a reporter: 


Will Back Nominees 


"We don't want 
to send out 


anyone as a speaker who is go- 
ing to call Secretary Byrnes a 
reactionary or say he is all wet, 
or anyone who is going to urge 
independent voters to stay home." 


But last night Chairman Rob- 


ert E. Hannegan of the national 
committee and Sparkman 
an- 


nounced jointly that they had 
discussed the campaign with Pep- 
per and that he will speak in sup- 
port of Democratic nominees in 
various parts of the country. 


"We are counting on him to b«
